gathering of members ol

Oonnty Natural Science Association in 
the Friends Meeting HOUBB, Daylestown 
The speakers were Dr Spencer Trotter, 
of Swarlhmore Oollege,and Dr. 0 0 Ab- 
bott, tbe eminent naturalist of Trenton, 


President Thomas 0 Knowles, of lard- 


ley, introduced the speaker, Dr. Trotter 
coming first and speaking particularly ol 
the dietributioo of birds and anlmala. Be 
dwelt principally on tbe three di.tinct 
natural zones of North America and the 
birds to be found in them. First he 
toot np tbo Boreal, or extreme northerly 
eeotlon, then the Transitional or middle 
part, and flnally tbe Carolinian or Bonth- 
ern, and outlined the species of birds 
which have been andare now to be found 
In them. 
He drew attention to the ad- 


vantage of our being In tbls Transitional 
zone, as we thereby 
frequently have 


species ol birds from both tbe Boreal and 
Carolinian zones with us, and told bow 
tne change In topographical conditions 
lias wronght change! in the species ol 
birds In each section.

The cruise which I shall describe here 


has Its beginning ut Bordentown, K. J , 
where the Delaware and Btiritan Canal 
comes into the Delaware River. Ihis IB 
on the route to Jamestown, and will be 
traversed by many motorboats this sum- 
mer 
Those who have the time will find 


the trip here outlined n thoroughly en- 
joyable one. 


Pennsylvania away back in 1827, and com- 
pleted In 1830 as far as New Hope 
Sub- 


sequently it was extended to Easton 
where there is a fine basin and locks 
through which oce may descend tbe high 
River. 
The canal Is thirty-five feet wide 


and six feet in depth. It was sold by tbe 
state man; years apo to the Lahlgh Canal 
and Navigation Company, and before the 
rallroada were built It provided an outlet 
from the coal regions. Thousands (if 
coal carrying boats were then In service 
wbere today there are only a fen hnn- 
dred. 


At the entrance look at Bristol a permit 


muit be secured. The cost Is three dol- 
lars for boats under forty feet, and a 
trifle more 'or larger eraft 
Three pe'- 


sos are included in this permit, officially 
designated ss "pilot, engineer and deck 
hand " A charge ef one-lialf cent per 
mile Is made tot each additional parson. 


Passing through tbe Bristol basin, and 


three or lour locks beyond, one reaches a 
two mile level near Tnliytown. Here la 
a leek whose gates have bean operated 
for the past fifty one rears by the quaint, 
philosophic old "Daddy1 Riardon. After 
l»av!ng this point here is a level of eleven 
miles before meeting witb the three locks 
at Yardlsy, then another level of nine 
miles bafore New Hope Is reached. 
At 


Taylorsville, a few miles above lardlsr, 
It mar be remembered was the place, 
where, on Christmas night, 1776, Gen- 


vlding unique mementos of tho trip 
An- 


other place nearby is the 
"Muralall 


Hon.ii)1 where dwelt Edward Marshall, 
who at the age of twenty-seven walked 
61 Kmlles in eighteen horn, marking tbe 
famous "walking purchase" of land from 
the Lenape Indians by Penn. 
He lived 


to be ninety, but of two other men, who 
tr ed to walk witb him, one died from 
exertion and tbe other was a cripple for 
life, 


Taking a fresh start from Jlil« point, 


we have In store some of the most beau- 
tiful soenery in the Delaware Valley. 
On tbe right, and Immediately below 
the guard bank is the river with its «n- 
ebanttng Islands and raplda. It requires 
but little imagination to look baok thru* 
hundred yean to see the bronzrd Indian 
canoeist darting here and there in hli 
rude hewn craft. On the left are moun 
tains, their preolptoua sides covered in 
Summer with the most gorgeous verdure, 
from the very edge of the berm bank. 


With every mile now the grandeur of 


the sosne Increases, until, lust above 
Frencbtown, one enters the Narrows, 
which by many who have visited tne 
scene are considered to surpass in bosaty 
even the far-famed Highlands of the 
Hudson Blver. To tbe botanist and tbe 
naturalise the region Is a veritable para- 
dise. A walk of about a mile to the sum- 
mit of Prospect Rock reveals a scene rare- 
ly equalled this side of the Rookies. N

PACIFIC LUMBER RAFTS. 


Huge Log Pile* That Are aa Large a* 


Ocean Steamers 


Kearly as large as the largest trans- 


atlantic liners are some of the huge 
sea rafts by means of which timber Is 
transferred from tho Columbia river 
and Puget sound to San rrtincisco or 
southern California 
Occasionally these 


bundles of logs measuie CSO feet from 
end to end and contain as many aa 
8,000 pieces of timber To fasten such 
a raft so that It nlll vUtbBtand the 
force of tho seas to which It is exposed 
in the trip dow n the coast no little en- 
gineering skill hi required 
As the 


cigar shape offers less resistance to the 
force of the ffavos than any other, 
this has been adopted In order to pile 
the timber In this foiui a huge skele- 
ton or shipwny is constructed. This 
Is practically a cradle, which Is moor- 
ed lu the water adjacent to the boom 
where the raft timber is confined By 
means ot a boom derrick the poles and 
piling are lifted from the boom singly 
aud placed in the proper position in 
the cradle 
They are so adjusted as 


to overlap each other, the plan follow- | 
ed being somewhat similar to that in 
laying a brick wall, the end of each 
stick being placed opposite the center 
of the one adjacent to it 
While to a 


novice the raft looks as If it were 
made np of timber thrown In without 
any order, e^ery pole is carefully 
placed In position. Sometimes the work 
of filling the cradle occupies several 
months. 


After completion the raft is wrapped 


with iron chains lashed around It at 
Intervals ranging from twehe to twen- 
ty feet apart These chains are com- 
posed of one and a half Inch links, and 
the ends are toggled together after the 
chains hare been stretched taut by a 
hand or steam windlass 
To prevent 


the chains from slipping Iron staples 
are driven through the links into the 
outside poles 
In addition to the 


chains, hovie\er, ''side lines," as they 
are called, consisting of wire rope, are 
stretched around the raft between the 
chain sections, sa that v, hen the wrap- 
ping Is completed the mass of logs la 
bound together very securely. When 
the wrapping Is finished, the raft Is 
ready for launching 


In building the raft two two-Inch 


chains are stretched lengthwise from 
end to end through the center 
One of 


these Is bolted to a soi t of bulkhead at 
one end, consisting of a band of Iron, 
which Is fitted around the projecting 
ends of the outer pieces 
The other 


chain Is connected at the foiward end 
with the ton lug hawser and secured 
Inside the raft by lateral chains 
To 


move this unwieldy bulk two powerful 
steamers arc usually employed at sea, 
one for pulling directly ahead and the 
other to keep the raft tu the right 
course.—Chicago News.

ment from seaports Tbe Turk s Island 
or rock salt, which 18 still largely used 
In pork packing and in the mauuiac 
ture of Ice creams, comes to the Unit 
ed States In holds of vessels contlu 
ually subjected to dirt and foul odors 
Upon Its arrival It Is again handled 
then packed in coarse burlap bags, per 
mlttlng dust to sift Into the salt In 
this condition It reaches tbe consumer 
Latterly, however, the product of salt 
springs has largely taken tlie lead In 
this country, not only for table salt 
bnt for meat packing—London Pic 
torlal Review.

A Christian Science decision. 


A novel and iutereitlog decision was re- 


cently banded 
down by the Supreme 


Court of tbe State of Texas. Tbe case 
was that of a lady who had sued the Fort 
Worth and Denver City Rnilway Com- 
pany for damages on account of physical 
and mental suffering in being expelled 
from one of the defendant's passenger 
trains. Tho indy in question was a mem- 
bee of tbe Christian Science cult, and tbe 
ttorney for the defendant endeavored to 


establish this fact during the trial, ex- 
plaining that the plaintiff would not take 
mrdicino and that It was her belief that 
(the suffered oo'y when she thought she 
suffered, and it waa only a question with 
her whether febe suffered or did not, and 
that aa a Christian Scientist "she lived 
in a sphUuai plane above mental and 
physical suffering; that it was an article 
Of her faith that there was no such thing 
a<< mental or physical suffering; and that 
she did not actually suffer." 
Tho court 


would not permit the attorney to bring 
out tills point, and, a verdict was given 
for the plaintiff. On appeal tbe Supreme 
Court reversed the decision, holding that 
it waa an error, not to allow the desired 
testimony to be introduced, since it was 
pertinent to tne main and essential issue 
in tne case, to wit, the mental and physi- 
cal suffering of the plaintlfl.

ptnslua), moral and uiootnl development 
of children. 
Though it is a mothers' 


congress, the fathers have part in it, for 
we try to have thorn preeeiH at BO me of 
our (unctions, and then every good wife 
tells her haabaotltlie thica*- she Inttrna. 


"You 
can't secuia the beat condiiionB 


for your child without co operation with 
ether mothers, you can't help your child 
by always staying ut home," Mra. Schoff 
warned her hearers 
"Aad you can't havo 


good conditions, for your chi d unless 
theie are good conditions for other chil- 
dren, for your child mast so out into the 
world, must live sod work with others " 


Mrs Schoff told of some of tho good 


things that have bcoo done fur children 
eince the Congress of mothers was orga- 
nized. "In 10001 tud occasion, to exam- 
ine tbe lows pertaining to children in the 
different states. 
In ono state the laws I 


speak of covered lesa than half a page, 
and In aoine other states It waa almost as 
bad. 
Matters are improved En that respect 


now, 
bat there still remains much to be 


done." 


The National Congress of Mothers haa 


reached a much fuller development in 
Philadelphia than io almost any other 
city. There the v-omen have full charge 
of the probation system, and, whereas in 
1900 there were five hundred chiSdreu in 
the county jail, to>Uy, the speaker fluid 
there is not one. 
The local circles of the 


Mothers Congress have sfcuied medical 
examination for all delinquent children 
in Philadelphia and special schools for 
such children also, 


*'I want to te.l you how the organiza- 


tion ie npprt ciated by tbo children too," 
the speaker stiid, "Sevornl years ago I 
helped form a local circle in one part of 
Philadelphia. 
A couple of years after- 


ward I found that the little daughter of 
one of the mothers who belonged was go- 
ing about asking vomen to join. I asked 
her 'moiher why the child tuok such an 
interest. 
'Well,' she «aid, 'jou nee An- 


nie notices such a difference in me since 
I joined. I'm more patient with her.' "
